Chris brings the community together, 
one last time

And for everyone else who knew Chris 
she no doubt left her mark 
“I've been a lot of places where nobody 
even knew I was then*," said Karen. 

“I don't think she ever was anywhere 
where noliody knew she was there" 

One of Chris's greatest attributes was 
dial she never judged anyone 
"You felt bad if you judged because she 
didn't," said Karen. 

She remembers after a hockey game 
meeting a friend of Chris's who hail pierc¬ 
ings “everywhere" and she left thinking 
she really liked this person, despite first 
ap|iearances 

“1 was really proud of myself.“ said 
Karen 

“She taught me that - to look beyond 
and see what's on the inside " 

Last spnug Chris left the Towm and 
decided to get her Class < hie licence 
After just the nunimum hours of instnie 
lion. Chris took the test and |»assed 
She couldn't wait to tell her dad that she 
got her licence in one go w lten it took him 
two Thai was a prime bragging right 
Her brother Mike remembers Christ 
first day behind the wheel. 

“They stin k her in a truck her first day 
and she had to drive this truck and trailer 
out to Talier Never don e any driving other 
than just the driver course." lie said. 

“But anything you threw at Chris, she 
took it head on." 

Anti if y*w ever told her she couldn't do 
somethuig. slic'd prove you wrong. She 
was drtemuned from tin* start. 

(laying tiasctiall as a kid. sin* couldn't 
c|uite get the hall to second base, so she 
would drag her dad outside, pace out the 
distance and throwr the liall. throw the ball 
throw the ball, until eventually she gig it to 
second base 
Thai was Chris 

Aim! she w asn't afraid to try anything 
Even cliff jumping al 13 years old, when 
h»*r brottiers were afraid 
"None of my eg her chiklren wen* brave 
enough and hen*s (his little girl, climbing 
up to the top and jumping nght off without 
a s4*oHid thought." said Kan*n 
Chris will la* re m e mb ered for her tough 
ness, but also as a fun loving girl who was 
always good for a laugh 
“She ctNikl turn taghuig into something 
fun.” said Chris's twin sister Kim 
Then* was ibe lime she and her lust 
friend Amy held a man by his fis*t as he 
fetched the key* they'd dnggMsI down a 
grate, in exchange fig the $6 the girls had 
in their porkrta 

Or the tune she talked Kim and her 
iMivfnend Justin into “bonnwring" c^i|»s off 
someone's wln*cls to n*pla<e the ones 
she'd kist 

“Tbey'n* using Kim's leadw»rman - she 
had her own leathcmian. hut broke the 


Chris Pieper beamed w hen she got a call 
fn»m her new Imms to say she’d In* living in 
a shack on a rig site 

Working hanl and roughing it was nght 
tip her alley 

A week into her training, everything was 
going just fine, bul then suddenly some¬ 
thing went very wrong and a l»ad fall left 
the 23-yearold Didsbury woman clinging 
to life 

She was transported by STARS air 
ambulance to a hospital in Calgary when* 
she died the next day. just two days before 
Christmas 

Chris's death has k*ft her family, friends, 
and an entire community devastated 

“I can't believe in 23 years the people 
she's affected." said Chris’s mom Karen 
IVper 

“She cut a pretty w ide path " 


“That was the prue in fn»nl of her." said 
Mike 

It was all she thought about (besides 
maybe hockey) 

And it was important to her llutl she do 
it alone Ins-hum* that was the lN*st way to 
meet new people. 

"A lot of us can go to a party and sit in 
the comer, hut not Chris." said Karen 

“I don't think she wanted the <*entn* of 
attention. she just wanted to meet |N*ople 
and wasn't afraid to, and did That's why 
she wanted to go on her own * 

To those who knew her. Chns was the 
|M*rson who hriMtght other people H»gelher 
ami site did that nght up to the end a hen 
her family carried out her wish«*s to 
donate her organs 

Her lungs went to Kdmooton. her pan 
eras and kidney to Calgary, her heart to 
Vancouver (where she always wanted to 
go), and her liver to llalifux to u high sta¬ 
tus patient who was expected to die 
Christmas Day or Boxing Ib»y 

As Chris's mom sal brsirir her hospital 
l»ed. she thought "what a horrible 
( lirtstmas this is.* 

But while she would have given anything 
In have her daughter safe at home for the 
holidays, she now takes solan* in the fact 
that because of Chris, five other peopk* 
got the best Christmas gift they could have 
hoped for.

Whether al work, out for win#* or play¬ 
ing hockey, Chris was always on the go. 
and was forever saying “gotta jet."

Chris was 
all uInhii hockey, hot key and more hock

After taking a year of figun* skating k*s- 
sons, she ci ►mimed mom and dad that 
hockey wus more her s|N*ed 
Al Christmas gatherings while the other 
girls played Barbies, Chris could In* fiNiml 
playing hockey with the lN*ys 
Her love of the sport just gn*w from 
there 

“Her Immn said she never askisl for iiiin* 
off. never complained or o*k«*d for much, 
hut a few weekemts ago when she wanted 
to go to a tournament in Whifeftsh sIn* w as 
very definite that she was liavmg tluil 
w«*ck»*nd off," said Art 
“That's just the way it was going to In*.

Tlic new cabinet will be fat¬ 
ing some v ery big challenges in 
the period leading up to the 
next provincial vole, which 
must hap|K’ti by 20051 at the 
very latest. 

In a letter sent out to his new 
cabinet. Premier Stelmach 
called on Ins new team to pull 
together immediately 
“As I have siiid many times 
during I lie Iasi several months, 
we do not own the right to gov¬ 
ern - we earn it," said

the Conservative government. 

Another former cabinet minis¬ 
ter. (vary Mar. has expressed 
concern w ith the makeup of the 
new eahiuet itself. 

Mar has expressed concern 
that Stelmach didn't find room 
for any visible minorities and 
that he appointed only two 
women. 

•For two women out of a cab¬ 
inet of 18 - dial strikes me as 
being insufficient." Mar re|vort- 
edly said. “For four ministers 
from the two major centres of 
Calgary and Edmonton repre¬ 
senting 2.1 million people, and 
then having 14 represent anoth¬ 
er million people strikes me as 
Iveing not balanced." 

And of course the new cabi¬ 
net will also have to face the 
wrath of two op|iosili<vn parties 
that are hungry to make their 
mark in pivsl-Klein Alberta 

Whether the Stelmach minis¬ 
ters will Ive able to “earn the 
right to govern", as Ihe premier 
Is calling on them to do. in the 
face of so many challenges 
remains to In- seen 


how we conduct ourselves and 
how we accomplish our goals. 
As a government we must 
accomplish our g<vals in a man¬ 
ner which ensures accountabil¬ 
ity to those who have placed 
their trust in us - Albertans." 

While he must immediately 
pul his stamp on the new cabi¬ 
net, Stelmach w-ill also have to 
deal with the related fallout 
that hits already been generated 
by his choice of cabinet mints 
ters. 

Specifically, a number of the 
high-profile former Klein cabi¬ 
net ministers who were led out 
of the Stelmach cabinet have 
already expressed displeasure 
with the way of things 

Sundre-arva MLA TV l.und 
said he wits “very disappointed’ 
with what he called a "Ralph 
Klein purge." 

“I'm very disappointed to be 
Ivooted out. get a slap in the 
face mid hooted out," said 
Lund, who had been in cabinet 
for 13 years before being boot¬ 
ed hy Stelmach.
